It is estimated that more tna 
one hundred enthusiastic residents 
from all sections of the city at 
tended the mecting to inaugurate 
the campaign for the election of

At the conclusion of the meet! 13 
plans were avnounced for a 1ur- 
ther mass meeting at 8:00 o’clock 
next Monday evening at the Parish 
Hall on behalf of the canijidacies of 
Mayor Weeden and Mr. Hart. 

Mr. O’Keefe opened Saturday's 
meeting with the announcement 
that two vacancies on the City 
Council would occur in April by vir- 
tue of the expiration of the terms 
of Mayor Weeden and Councilman 
Alfred E. Blake, and called for 
nominations from the floor. 

K. L. Martin Nominates Weeden 

Kenneth L. Martin responded, re- 
counting the progress of the city 
under the leadership of Mayor W.* 
H. Weeden. “I feel it is our duty,” 
he said, “to retain in office a man 
who has so successfully filled the 
office of mayor, and I take great 
pleasure in renominating Mayor 
Weeden, who for the past four 
years has in every way proved him- 
self worthy of this trust.” The 
nomination was greeted with cheers 
and applause. 

Edward H. Hart Nominated 

The nomination of Mr. Hart im- 
mediately followed. Speaking in be- 
half of Mr. Hart, Mr. L. C. Macabee, 
instructor in engineering at the 
Menlo Junior College, stated: “It 
is mow my privilege to name for 
your consideration a man who for 
the past ten years has been a mem- 
ber of this community and interest- 
ed in its affairs. He is a graduate 
of Wofford College of South Caro- 
lina and receiveli his master’s de- 
gree at Stanford University. He is 
now in charge of the science de- 
partment and is instructor in bi- 
ology, chemistry and physics at 
Menlo School and Junior College. 
He is the father of two young sons. 
I know of no man who is better 
fitted to serve this city as one of 
its councilmen, and I take great 
pleasure in nominating for that of- 
fice Edward H. Hart.” 

The nomination met with unani- 
mous approval and was persistant- 
ly applauded. 

Mayor Weeden Applauded 

As Mayor Weeden arose to accept 
his nomination the audience came 
to its feet anid greeted him with an 
ovaticn which lasted several min- 
utes. He addressed the meeting at 
length, telling of nis life in Menlo 
Park from boyhood days, relating 
many amusing incidents which his 
hearers greatly enjoyed. Again 
the mayor pledged his support for 
the advancement of his home city. 
“Whatever the people want, I am 
with them,” he said. “I shall be 
with the people, for the people and 
by the people at all times.” 

Mr. Hart Accepts Nomination 

Mr. Hart emphasized in accepting 
the nomination he had “No ax 40 
grind.” “I consent to become a 
candidate in the hope that I may 
better serve my community,” he 
said. "I have two sons of whom I 
am. very proud, and if I can do any- 
thing to better Menlo Park for 
them and for your sons and daugh- 
ters, that will be my aim.

Among others who addressed the 
meeting were Raymond Perry, 
Frank Whipple, Fred Ingram, Miss 
Sarah Fry, Judge Jean B. Hoss, 
Norman Schofield and F. W. Mac- 
Donald. They were unanimous in 
their congratulation of Mayor 
Weeden cin his past record, stat’ng 
that his greatest concern has al- 
ways been the betterment of Menlo 
Park, and calling attention to the 
fact that the improvement of 
streets, the reduction of city taxes, 
and the furtherance of unemploy- 
ment relife have all been to his 
credit. They were equally enthusi- 
astie in their expressions of confi- 
dence in Mr. Hart and heartily en- 
dorsed his candidacy. 

“The test,” said Mr. Perry, “is not 
what a man says at the beginning 
of his campaign, but what he has 
accomplished at the end of his term 
and by that test we know that one 
of these men has alreaidy been tried 
and found true.’

Be- 
fore joining the Menlo faculty, he 
received his master’s degree at Wof- 
ford, did graduate work at Stanford 
for three years and was principal of 
Holly Hill High School in South 
Carolina for three years.

Girl Scout Drive For 
Funds Opens Today 


Today is the opening day of thel 


big Girl Scout drive for funds. 
Many are asking why a professional 
worker must be maintained to carry 
on the Scout work. To have such a 
worker is essential for it is she who 
trains the volunteer workers, main- 
tans the office and records, ad- 
justs the national program to the 
local needs’ and carries on ‘activ-ties 
centering around the home, nature, 
health and citizenship. 

Miss Ruth Janes, Redwood City, 
is the Sequoia District ‘director. In 
order that Miss Janes, who has 
| been h’ghly praised by local leaders 
\for her interest and efficiency may 
be retained to lead Scout ‘activities 
during the coming year, a quota of 
$2,200 must be raised before March 
14. This quota is distributed ac- 
cording to the number of active 


members: San Carlos, $140; Menlo; U? 
Park, Atherton, Las Lomitias, $420; ; 


Woodside, $140 and Redwood City, 
$1,500. 

Seventy-three per cent of the 
quota will be spent for salary, 22 
per cent for operating expenses and 
five per cent for the national quoca. 
Three hundred and fifteen girls will 
receive the benefits of this drive for 
one year in this area. Because 
children cannot and parents are un- 
able to bear a proportionate share 
gf all expenses, the appeal must be 
to the general public. 

Girl Scouting is worth many 
times its cost to the community 
first, because character developmeat 
cannot be estimated in money value. 
Then too, the girls render much 
community service such as repair- 
ing clothing for the needy, collect-- 
ing food and _ supplies, salvaging 
shoes, providing cookies and enter- 
tainment for the Old Folks Home 
and the Community Hospital and 
planting bulbs and presenting them 
to the shut-ins. 

It is essential to give youth pro- 
grams in this time of depression. 
Leading thinkers all say that the 
more spectacular needs of the pres- 


ent crisis must not overshadow the | and rituals. 


character needs of youth. Jane Ad- 
dams, the greatest social worker, 
says “At such a moment young peo- 
ple need to be able to turn normal, 
healthly group activity in neighbor- 
hood clubs or settlement houses.” 

Ralph Blanchard, executive of the 
National Community Chest says, 
“This depression will raise problems 
which we will be unravelling for the 
next ten years. It is vitally im- 
portant when so many people are 
suffering from enforced idleness 
that somthing be done by way of 
developing in the children of these 
families a knowledge of the use of 
leisure time.”

Scouts, 16 groups, 30 leaders anr 
103 trained for leadership. All 
registered Girl Scouts may attend | 
the annual camp at Big Basin for 
the nominal charge of seven dollars 
per week.. The camp is self-sup- 
porting.
